Nothing is being done in 
that we are aware of towards 
pression of the illegal sale of 
eating drinks, or to regulate it 
the licenses granted. The court 
show that prosecutions are principally 
confined to the unfortunate victims of 
the dealers’ greed, while the real sinners, 
the dealers themselves, are allowed to 


escape the penalties which they justly 
deserve. The law which punishes the 
poor, weak slave of the cup for overin- 
dulgence is a barbarity at the best and 
has no more right on the statute book 


than though its provisions were made for 
the insane. It is not consistant with 
Christian charity, and oflicers cannot be 
too lenient in dealing with who 
have been robbed of their reason by the 
poison which they buy at licensed bars 
and unlicensed places in the town. 

It must be clear to every one with lis 
eyes open that inebriety is on the in- 
crease here. More intoxicated persons 
are seen on the streets than formerly. 
There can be no doubt either that a 
share, perhaps a large share, of the rum 


those 


drank is sold in out-ot-the-way, low, 
secret, unlicensed holes, though the 


licensed places sell enough of it, heaven 
knows! At anyrate, itis sold, and drank, 


and men are going to wreck wid ruin 
continually, 
What shall be done? Are our police 


officers doiug their duty? We 
auswers this question, because we do 
not knawn., Conversation with them 
taken in connection with the characters 
they bear would foree an aflirmative 
reply. They complain that they receive 
no support or moral backing from any 
quarter, without which raids on the rum- 
sellers cannot be suceessful. The ex 
treme difficulty in abtaining testimony 
that will convict is well understood by 
all. in this respect we regard the 
Massachusetts laws defeetive. ‘too much 
is required under them for the prosecu- 
tion to make @ prima facie case, and to 
get evidence to convict is in a majority 
of sales next ta impossible. 

But whether the officers are doing their 
duty or not, and this we leave to their 
consciences, it is evident to our mind 
that the temperance people of the town 
are not doing theirs. To be 
have a plenty of temperance 
whose membership includes the best 
men and women of the town. They hold 
meetings regularly at which temperance 
and intemperance are discussed in all

If Woburn ever furnished a member of 
the Board of County Commissioners it 
was so long ago that nobody now in ac- 
tive life remembers anything about it. 
The Journat certainly’ cannot call to 
mind that a seat on the Board was ever 
filled by a Woburn man. This lack of 
recognition by the rest of the county has 
not been due to an absence of good 
material in the Republican party here, 
but rather to a commendable modesty 
that has kept it in the background and 
prevented our people making demands 
for places which of right belonged to 
them. 

The time has come, however, when we 
think it proper and advisable that the 
Republicans of Woburn should be heard. 
They have been content heretofore to be 
classed with the rank and file and there 
to work for the success of the party. In 
point of population our town is one of 
the most important in the county~al- 
most large enough for a city, which it 
will doubtless become at an early day. 
It casts a large Republican vote, on 
which score it is entitled to honorable 
recognition by other towns, and will, we 
believe, receive it at the approaching 
convention. 

There will be two County 
sioners to elect this fall. ‘The expiration 
of the term of one member of the Board 
leaves a vacancy, and the death of 
another member causes a second. Lo- 
cality, as well as the reasons above 
given, entitles Woburn to one of these 
places, and if we do not mistake the 
temper of the Republicans here an 
earnest request will be made of the con- 
vention to allow us to fill it. No valid 
reason can be given why such a request 
should not be cheerfully granted, and 
no doubt exists in our mind as to its 
favorable reception, if properly preferred. 

The name of E. Everett Thompson, 
Esq., is mentioned in connection with one 
of the vacant places on the Board—in 
fact, it is the only name heard here—and 
so far as we are informed the wish that 
he should become a candidate is general. 
Mr. Thompson has been Special County 
Commissiover for four years, and though 
the office is in the main 
rather than useful, he has had in that time 
considerable practical experieuce on the 
Board, which would be found of service 
in case of his election.

A_ re- 
lapse, however, is to be expected immedi- 
ately after dinner and before afternoon school, 
with the same symptoms that preluded the 
first attack, though severer in degree. To- 
wards two o'clock the patient is out of dan- | it 
ger, but from time to time the disease is

was guilty of self-murder—though not pre- 
meditated—must be evident to all unpreju- 
liced minds This is only one of many 
similar instances of long-continued indul: 
gence ending in premature death. Bat, as 
he is no longer amenable to earthly tribu- 
nals, we would deal for a moment with the 
living, and ask if there were any aiders and 
abetters in his unnatural taking-off? 

Up to the opening of this century the ter- 
rible punishment known as ‘ running the 
gauntiet’ was practiced in the British navy. 
The ship's crew, armed with bard rope's 
ends,” were stretched in two rows fore and 
ft, on the main deck. The culprit was 
stripped naked to the waist and compelled to 
run between these men, each one of whom 
would deal him a heavy blow on his unpro- 
tected back ,with the rope cudgel as he 
passed along the line reaching the entire 
length of the ship. It was not an uncom- 
mon thing for a man to die under this severe 
castigation—two or three hundred blows 
idiinistered by as many strong arms—and 
in such a case the question would be as to 
who killed him. Surely not the man who 
struck the last blow, fur the victim was 
lying before he received it. Nor could it 
have been the one who made the first stroke, 
for such a slight punishment a puny boy 
might endure without danger. The guilt of 
murder could not be charged to any particu- 
lar individual, though every one engaged in 
the sacrifice—near or remote—were more 
or less responsible. Every sailor who struck 
a blow; the commander who ordered the 
punishment; the royal admirality that per- 
mitted its practice in the service; and back 
of all these, the people who tolerated and 
supported laws which made such a murder 
possible, were all measurably guilty of the 
crime, and it was because of a realization of 
the fact that this obnoxious mode of punish- 
ment was abandoned, and more humane 
methods of discipline adopted. 

Who killed the man who died of alcohol- 
ism? = =Caun it be charged upon the rough 
nan who furnished the victim with his last 
glass of fiery whiskey, any more than upon 
the fine gentleman who, five or ten years be-

Ihe truth is, that all who in any way sup- 
port the drinking habits of the day are in 
some degree responsible for all its conse- 
quences, Every one who has furnished 
drink to, or drank with, a person who has 
since become an inebriate, has been a means 
of making him such. We do not say an in- 
and here is the trouble We do not sufli- 
ciently reflect upon the consequences of ex- 
ample. Itis example more than precept that 
makes and unmakes fashions, habits and cus 
toms, and whoever would put an end to in- 
temperance must not supply the smallest prop 
that is calculated to support and perpetuate 
it. It is this view of individual duty that 


compels us to total abstinence.
